"Paddy," aa he is known to all, is acting 
captain of the government launch that 
runs to Manila and back twice a day. 
There was the usual large number of 
marines on the lower deck, and just 
after leaving the mouth of the Pasig 
river, one of their number lost his 
balance and fell overboard. 
The boat 


bad reached quite a distance from the 
man in the water before it was stopped. 
Meanwhile the maiine was swimming as 
best be could uutil be gave a cry that 
he could go no further. Just then with 
a cry "Keep up," Captain Deering went 
into the water and swam to the ex- 
hausted man and rescued him. 
The 


marine was taken to tha hospital un- 
conscious and Deering was nearly ex- 
hausted.

This 
reminds me that the postmaster here 
received a letter the past week with one 
enclosed for Aguinuldo, and postage 
enough to eend it to the exiled chieftain. 
It was from America and from appear- 
ances, contains money, perhaps from 
some of the anti-expansionists at home. 
The letter awaits the owner, and the 
postmaster would love dearly to have 
"Aggie" call for it in person. In all 
the local papers of late there has been 
a painful lack of mention or even a sng 
gestion as to his present whereabouts.

and the price of bottled beer has gone 
up. The water supply is the rain from 
heaven, and during the depression it's a 
much sought after article. The govern-

THE ROUGH STONES. 


QUEER MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 


Tite SplltttBff, RommAlnf and PolUk- 


IIIR Proce»»r» Tl»mt Coax Into B«I»K 
tke Fla»hlnit Fl»l»lie4 Stem* Heady 
For tbe Setter. 
Among the many industries of Amster- 


dam otie of the most interesting as well 
as the most important is that of diamond 
cutting and polkhiujf. 
Though au un- 


known art uniil the fifteenth century, it 
has since that time flourished greatly un- 
til now at the present day there are no 
lets than C2 firms registered as diamond 
companies iu this great city. Among the 
more important of these lirius stands that 
of Mr. Coster, the manager of which 
kindly allowed us to inspect the workings 
of the establishment. Here UoO to 400 
workmen are constantly employed, most 
of them in the delicate work of diamond 
polishing. 


When the diamonds arrive first in Am- 


steradm, they are in tbe same rough, un- 
cut state as they were when found in the 
South African mines. Before reaching 
their highly polished state they have to 
pass through three separate and distinct 
processes—the processes of diamond split- 
ting, diamond cutting and diamond pol- 
i:,hing—aud when these are accomplished 
the stones are ready for the jeweler. 


The first process consists simply in 


splitting the rough diamond (containing 
flaw?) into several pure, flawless ones, 
and in this work 12 men are constantly 
fiiiploycd. 


AVe visited one of these workshops, 


where we found three men 'engaged in 
splitting diamonds as they sat at a small 
table on which fell the light from two 
windows. Oue of the men talked Eng- 
lish exceedingly well and gave us many 
interesting 
details of this particular 


process, in which no machinery is used. 
Pulling open a small drawer in the wood- 
en table, he showed us beautiful uncut 
diamonds, all still in the rough state. 
Then we watched the actual "splitting" 
process itself. At first sight it looks a 
simple one, but we soon discovered that 
it needs great still on the part of the 
workmen. 


A small wooden tool is held in the left 


hand, into which a rough diamond has 
been firmly "waxed" at the top. Pieces 
of the waxlike cement lie conveniently 
near on the table, and, as a gas jet is 
always burning there, the necessary heat 
is easily supplied. In the-right hand of 
the workman a similar tool is held, the 
lop consisting also of a diamond, which 
later on is to act as a knife iu the other 
hand. 


Probably most of my readers know that 


nothing but a diamond will cut a dia- 
mond, and so the diamond is extensively 
employed in all the diamond cutting fac- 
tories in Amsterdam. A stone of 100 car- 
ats can be split iu 15 minutes by skillful- 
ly pressing one diamond against the oth- 
er on the spot where a flaw occurs, the 
diamond in the right hand being used as 
a knife. 
Where a flaw occurs a split 


isoon takes place, aud the diamond di- 
vides into two stones. Should there be 
another flaw in either of these the opera- 
tion is repeated, until several pure, flaw- 
less diamonds lie on the rough woodeu ta- 
ble, and the first process is successfully 
accomplished. 


Tbe second process—that of diamond 


cutting—is- also performed without the 
aid ol machinery, except iu the case oi 
the larger stones. It was interesting to 
(iud that all the work of diamond cuttin 
is performed by Dutch women and girls. 


Diamond splitting and diamond cutting 


look somewhat alike, as tlie tools are 
very similar, but iu reality the process is 
not tbe same, the great difference being 
that pressure is used in the first instaiK-e i 
always on the same spot, with the idea j 
of causing the diamond 
to split into 


two stones, while in the other case it is 
used equally on every part of the dia- 
mond in order to give it simply a round 
shape. To gain this roundness is. theie- 
foro, the one leading idea of diamond cut- 
ting. As the diamonds are cut a fine dust 
falls from them into a wooden box on the 
table, and this powder is most caiefully 
preserved, as it 1s used largely in dia- 
mond polishing when mixed with oil. 


All the diamonds to be cut are given to 


the women in small packets, each ha\- 
ing the number and size of the diamonds 
it contaius written plainly on the outside. 
After having once received these packets 
the women are responsible for their con- 
tents. 


The work of diamond cutting is partic- 


ularly hard and very trying to the eyes. 
ns some of the diamonds are so small 
thnt 800 of them only -weigh one carat! 
The time that a diamond takes to cut de- 
pends very much on its size. A large one 
weighing ten carats usually takes from 
three to four hours, while the smaller 
oues take much less time. 


The third process, that of diamond 


polishing, is an important and lengthy 
one. 
The skilled workmen sit at Jonjr, 


•narrow tables with their backs to the 
windows, having in front of them the 
small iron wheels which revolve with 
such terrible rapidity when set in motion 
by the srcat engine. Pacing the windows 
stand apprentices and less skilled work- 
men, 
whose work it is to receive the dia- 


monds from the cutting rooms and solder 
them (by aid of the gas jet) into the top 
of sninll pear shaped tools of vnriou* 
sixes, these tools being composed of lead 
and tin. The diamond tipped tools then 
pass into the hands of the skilled woik- 
men, who, before fastening them firmly 
into frames which stand iu close proximi- 
ty to the wheels, dip each diamond into a 
mixture of oil and diamond dust. This is 
a most important part of the process, for 
by menus of these grains of dust the pol- 
ishing is done. Four of these tools con 
taining diamonds are then placed in

XnptlaU by Proxy. 


There are few places \vithiu the limits 


}f semirivilization that boast of more in- 
eresting marriage customs than Bul- 
jaria. * Every young peasant wishes to 
uarry as early as jH^sible. as he is of lit- 


iinjK/riaiJCf in the community until he 


has a wife. But be is not in danger of 
'Drilling an alliance in oi/j>o.->ition to his 
>arents' wishes, as his earnings belong 
o them uniil he is wedded, and his wife 
must be tought and paid for according 
to thfir station iu life. 
The parents 


i>iially give him the necessary sum as 
soon as they can afford it, so that the 
rest rid iou is less galling than it seems. 


A "wife purchase" varies from $200 to 


$1,.~A>0, in proportion to tlie wealth of the 
contracting families, for the marriage is 
strictly a family affair. In addition to 
this sum a smaller amount is giveu to 
the bride's mother for her personal use. 


After ihe pecuniary arrangements Lave 


been made by the proxies the betrothal j 
takes place ou either a Wednesday or! 
Thursday. 
It consists of the exchange i 


of written pledges regarding the sum lo 
be paid by the bridegroom ou the one 
baud and the household furnishings to be 
supplied by tbe bride on the other. 


Kings then are blessed by the priest 


and exchanged by the couple, the fiancee 
kisses the hands of the guests assembled 
and retires with her young friends to a 
feast prepared in another room. 
The 


young people then dance outside the 
house and sing. 


The fiance's presents are then produced 


and their value estimated by the father 
of the bride. These consist of shoes, 
headdress and necklace of coins, silver 
belt, bracelets and other jewelry. The 
father usually regards their value as in- 
sufficient, probably to enhance his daugh- 
ter's worth in her suitor's eyes, and the 
lover adds coin by coin until an agree- 
ment is reached. The marriage does not 
take place until six months after the be- 
troth:;]. 


During tbe week preceding the day set 


for the wedding the house for the young 
couple is furnisheB by the bride's parents. 
Then her home is cleaned and white- 
washed and every hidden store brought 
out for decoration. Cakes are made and 
sent around as invitation cards, request- 
ing the recipients to come to the_,weddiug 
on Sunday, the invariable wed'ding day. 
Thte articles composing the trousseau are 
hung up for inspection on cords stretched 
across the principal room on Friday by 
the feminine part of the community. On 
the following day two of the bride's 
friends come to help her dress her hair, 
plaiting itjn minute braids, not to be un- 
done until "after the ceremony. Then the 
village maids come with gifts of sweets 
and flowers, and all sit down on the floor 
to a dinner of vegetables. "~ 


On Sunday the bride is seated in state 


in all her gorgeous apparel, and with a 
spangled red veil over her face, to be 
seen of all the village folk. She wears all 
the ornaments given by her fiance and as 
many more as she possesses. The reli- 
gious ceremony is that of the Greek 
church and may take place in the church 
or in the home of the bridegroom's fa- 
ther. AfK-r its performance the party re- 
turns to the home of the bride's parents, 
where the wedding feast is held. Singin 
and dancing follow until time to escorl 
the bride-to her new home.—New I'oik 
Tribune.

said Mr. Sears. 'In 1859 or 1SCO Browne, 
who had made a great reputation by his 
humorous work in the west and in New 
York under the name of Artemus Ward, 
worked for one of the metropolitan pa- 
pers. 
I was employed l>y another one, 


and we had two friends v. ho were work- 
ing in other offices. We used to dine to- 
gether every night.

He chose for the title of 
his'lecture "The Children In the Wood." 
That night he told us all about it. With- 
in a few days he received an offer to lec- 
ture for the benefit of the Mechanics' 
library iu Brooklyn, and he told us of 
that too. 
" ' "I'm afraid I shall fail utterly." he 


said. "1 know I can't face an audience." 
" ' "But you'll have your manuscript, 


some one said. 
" ' "I know it," he replied, "but I'll be 


too flustered to manage even that." 


'—'In that case," I said, "you can tell 


stories, just as you tell them to us, and 
that will carry you through .ill right." 
" 'The night of the lecture we three men 


went with Ward to Brooklyn, and it was 
just as he had feared. 
He forgot his 


lines, and he was so frightened that he 
even forgot bis manuscript. He faced his 
audience with a blank look of despair 
that most of the people took to be assum- 
ed. But 1 kuew it was ical. Then he 
started off with a story that had no more 
to do with "The Children In the Wood" 
than with the tariff question, and when 
he ended it he observed, "That is what 1 
should have told you if I were not lectur- 
ing upon 'The Children In the Wood.' "

he had his audience convulsed with 
laughter, and the lecture was a brilliant 
success. That was Artemus Ward's first 
appearance on the platform.

It is these chai.ic- 
teiistics which distinguish Japanese lac- 
quers from European and American imi- 
tation, which are all prepared from resin 
ous varnishes und have none o£ the prop- 
erties of the Japanese product. 


There is a great variety of single color 


Japanese lacquer ware—black, red, green- 
ish yellow, green, brow n 
of 
various 


shades, cloudy light green, dark green 
and a variety of other shades almost too 
numerous to mention. 


There is a peculiar lacquered yellow 


wooden ware made in Nojiro, a small 
town north of Akita, near the Japan sea, 
that differs from all other varieties, inas- 
much as the natural grain of the wood is 
clearly shown and beautifully preserved, 
while usually the material used is entire- 
ly concealed beneath the opaque coating 
of lacquer. This ware is of a transparent 
yellow or biovinish yellow color, through 
which tho veins or spots of the wood 
s,how upi under a high luster, which adds 
greatly to the beauty o£ tho ware. No- 
jiro Shun Kei, as it is called, is very ex- 
pensive, and is seldom exported to this 
country. It is claimed that its mothod of 
workmanship is a trade secret that is 
jealously guarded by those engaged in its 
production.—Jeweler's lleview. *

Why should not the teachers in question 
ithcr be displaced or compelled to de- 
vote a share of their leisure to study 
ooking to the reformation of their Eug- 
ish? "The faults of teachers,"

Moon writes m his work ou "The Dean's 
English," "if suffered to pass unre- 
proved soon become the teashers of 
faultaf" It is to be suspected tuat in 


hicago, as elsewhere in the country, a 


good many teachers take it for granted 
th*t children will acquire a knowledge 
of the English language without special 
instruction, limply because it is their 
mother tongue. It is high time that 
this error was eradicated.

miles east southeast of haHvay rock 
and included the main boom and part 
of the mainsail and running rigging, a 
part of a broken mast and gaff and a 
section of the ta(Trail of the vessel 
bearing part of the name. 


The little crgf t was a frequent visitor 


to Portsmouth during the past winter, 
put for some time recently, has been 
carrying sand between Newbnryport 
and Boston. 


The Carl Schurz WAS built in Essex, 


Mass., in 1872, aud was of seventy two 
tons, gross, seventy four feat long, 
twenty one feet in width and had a 
depth of seven feet. 
She wap owned in 


Boston. 


The wreckage is now at the Piscata- 


qua wharf, in the rear of tue store of 
George T. Vaughan on Market street 
The Piscataqua left port again early 
this morning for the scene of the 
wreck. 


A dispatch from Boston relating to 


the case, says that the Carl Bchurz left 
Newburyport lasi Saturday, carrying a 
load of ssnd for the General Electric 
co'mpany of Lynn. 
She was under 


command of Capt, Frank Burns of 
Uarblchoad. Between] £.30 and 5 in 
the evening she was some two miles of 
Magnolia, and was beating by the shore, 
whan the coal ladea schooner William 
Norman Roberts, from Salem,Upbore 
down on her. 


William O'Toole, one of the^crew 


says that the Roberts had a clear way, 
but sailed close to the Scuurz, cutting 
away the anchor that bung at [her bow, 
and struck her Jabout amidships. The 
mainmast was broken by the shock, and 
fell, crushing the Bikes of the schoouor. 
The boom struck the stern, and carried 
away the davits and rendered useless 
the boat that hung on them.

Rose, another of the crew, was hit on 
the head by the boom and painfully 
hurt. 


The Roberts kept on her course with 


out waiting to see what damage she had 
caused, or whether the Schurz needed 
assistance. The schooner O. M. Hop
